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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

April,  1915— April,  1916 


It  is  fitting,  before  the  Training  School  opens  its 
report,  to  make  solemn  mention  of  the  loss  of  one  of 
its  earliest,  if  not  the  earliest  of  its  friends.  By  the 
death  of  Mrs.  William  Preston  Griffin,  a  link  was  broken 
that  connected  the  present  board  and  wide  activities  of 
this  great  training  school  with  the  years  of  its  inception, 
its  struggle  and  its  growth  to  present  proportions.  She 
was  ever  a  wise  adviser,  a  kind  friend  and  a  source  of 
inspiration  to  tlie  succession  of  managers  as  well  as 
pupils,  and  she  has  left  behind  her  a  lasting  memory. 
That  this  inspiration  should  continue,  and  that  the  School 
should  never  lose  the  force  of  her  interest,  she  bequeathed 
a  sum  of  money,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  the  School.  At  a  meeting  held  not  long 
ago,  the  Managers,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, decided  that  this  should  go  in  the  form  of  a 
prize  for  an  essay  written  by  the  graduating  class  on  a 
subject  to  be  announced  yearly. 


Another  twelve  months  have  gone  by,  and  we  meet  once 
more  to  welcome  the  graduating  class  and  bid  each  member  God- 
speed in  whatever  branch  of  her  profession  she  has  chosen  to 
follow,  be  it  private  nixrsing,  institutional  work — whether  in 
Bellevue  or  some  other  field — or  as  one  of  the  ever-growing  corps 
of  public  health  or  social  service  workers. 

While  the  class  work  in  instruction  and  care  of  the  sick  has 
gone  on  regularly  and  systematically  as  usual,  many  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  hospital,  and  many  difficulties  have  had  to  be 
faced  and  contended  with  and  finally  conquered.  Never  before 
in  the  history  of  the  School  has  so  large  a  number  of  proba- 
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tioners  entered  its  ranks..  Last  year  more  cards  of  approval  for 
student  nurses  were  issued  to  the  Bellevue  School  than  to  any 
school  in  the  State ;  also  a  larger  proportion  of  the  graduating 
class  presented  themselves  for  the  State  Board  Examination 
than  from  any  other  School.  The  graduating  class  numbered 
41  and  41  took  the  State  Board  Examinations.  This  year's  class 
is  of  equal  size  but  the  junior  class  numbers  80  pupils,  who  have 
entered  the  School  at  three  stated  times  during  the  year — in 
September,  December  and  March.  To  house  this  necessary  staff 
of  nurses  was  the  problem  that  confronted  the  management  early 
in  the  winter,  and  to  show  how  difficult  this  was,  one  has  only  to 
say  that  when  the  December  group  was  about  to  enter,  but  five 
rooms  were  vacant  in  the  nurses'  residence.  The  obvious  remedy 
for  this  is,  of  course,  an  immediate  and  large  extension  to  the 
home,  but  even  if  the  City  granted  the  necessary  appropriation 
at  once,  it  would  be  two  years  before  the  building  could  be  com- 
pleted. Therefore,  the  only  possible  thing  to  do  in  order  to  meet 
this  emergency  was  to  appropriate  the  fifth  floor  of  the  old  hos- 
pital, which  had  recently  been  condemned  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment as  unfit  for  patients,  and  remodel  this  space  into  temporary 
quarters  for  the  incoming  class.  This  change  required  a  great 
deal  of  planning  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  House  Committee, 
and  the  appointment  of  one  of  the  Supervision  to  take  charge  of 
the  nurses  placed  so  far  outside  the  bounds  of  the  residence. 

This  requirement  of  the  Fire  Department  brings  us  to  the 
second  and  most  difficult  question  that  the  Training  School  has 
had  to  handle  during  the  year — the  moving  of  patients  as  quickly 
as  could  be  accomplished  from  the  old  building  to  the  new 
pavilions,  I  and  K  and  L  and  M.  The  rapid  and  efficient  manner 
in  which  this  task  was  accomplished  deserves  commendation 
almost  beyond  power  of  expression,  for  the  new  wards  were 
not  entirely  ready — in  many  places  the  paint  was  not  even  dry, 
the  lighting  and  electric  bell  and  telephone  systems  were  not 
installed.  Fortunately  the  furniture,  as  well  as  300,000  pieces 
of  linen,  and  the  required  number  of  blankets,  were  marked  and 
ready  for  immediate  use,  so  that  beds,  the  most  essential  com- 
fort to  the  sick  persons,  could  be  put  to  use  at  once.  Again,  in 
spite  of  this  tremendous  upheaval,  the  regular  routine  was  not 
interfered  with,  and  the  classes  and  lectures  were  continued  with- 
out interruption.   The  accomplishment  of  all  this  shows  a  loyalty. 
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forbearance  and  unselfishness  on  the  part  of  every  member  of 
the  nursing  and  hospital  staff  for  the  inspiration  of  which  the 
managers  feel  special  praise  is  due  to  Miss  Noyes,  Miss  Brink 
and  Dr.  O'Hanlon.  The  strain  of  this  additional  work  was  further 
increased  because  much  of  the  time  of  the  Supervision  was  re- 
quired by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  for  the  compilation  of  facts 
and  figures  necessary  to  them  in  connection  with  the  Budget, 
and  conferences  with  representatives  of  the  Bureau  were  of  almost 
daily  occurrence.  A  fuller  understanding  by  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  of  Hospital  and  Training  School  details  has  resulted, 
which  we  confidently  hope  will  lead  to  fewer  complications  in 
obtaining  the  endorsement  of  future  Budgets  by  the  Bureau  '^f 
Standards. 

It  seems  appropriate  at  this  point  to  comment  upon  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau  of 
Bellevue  Hospital  and  upon  its  special  relation  and  value  to  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  independently  of  its  service  to  the 
hospital  and  to  the  individual  patient.  We  have  seen  for  the 
past  ten  years  the  continued  evolution  of  the  trained  nurse  to 
the  recognized  worker  in  all  fields  of  public  health.  This  progress 
was  foreseen  by  Florence  Nightingale  herself,  although  she  could 
hardly  have  prophesied  the  extent  to  which  it  has  grown.  The 
experience  of  the  social  service  worker  is  now  considered  so 
important  that  within  the  past  year  the  probationers  of  Bellevue 
Training  School  have  been  placed  for  one  week  of  their  proba- 
tion in  the  Social  Service  Bureau.  The  needs  of  the  patients  and 
the  resources  of  the  community  pass  like  a  moving  picture  before 
the  new  student,  and  the  opportunities  for  social  service  work 
and  the  post  graduate  training  in  Bellevue  Hospital  itself  are 
vividly  set  before  her.  May  the  next  step  be  to  supplement  the 
training  still  further  by  lectures  and  a  wider  experience  in  this 
field.  The  Training  School  has  fostered  the  Social  Service 
Bureau  to  its  present  organization,  and  in  return  this  depart- 
ment should  be  an  inducement  to  attract  the  best  minds  and 
characters  to  the  School.  The  Social  Service  Bureau  should  also 
be  recognized  as  the  agent  and  representative  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  its  care  for  the  sick  dependents.  That  the  City  has 
such  an  agent  in  its  service  is  chiefly  due  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses.  The  growth  and  success  of  the  work 
should  be  attributed  to  Miss  Wadley  and  her  thirty-two  co- 
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workers,  all  of  whom  are  nurses,  as  well  as  to  the  help  which 
has  been  given  them  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  active 
volunteer  committee  members. 

Even  more  important  to  record  is  the  establishing  of  a  Belle- 
vue  Hospital  Column,  to  be  called  upon  in  case  of  war  by  the 
American  Red  Cross.  Other  columns  will  be  formed  in  New  York, 
and  it  is  with  pride  and  satisfaction  that  we  can  report  that 
the  first  one  to  be  fully  provided  for  is  the  column  of  our  great 
city  hospital,  made  possible  by  the  generosity  and  public-minded- 
ness  of  Mrs.  E.  H.  Harriman.  It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  every 
graduate  nurse  that  enrolls  for  this  column  will  have  had  some 
connection  with  Bellevue  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  express  the  continued 
appreciation  of  the  Board  for  the  devotion  and  work  of  each 
member  of  the  Training  School  staf¥,  with  particular  mention 
again  of  Miss  Noyes,  Miss  Brink  and  Miss  De  Long,  as  well  as 
Dr.  O'Hanlon  for  his  unfailing  and  continued  interest  and  cour- 
tesy, and  Dr.  Brannan  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their 
ready  co-operation. 

The  reports  of  Miss  Noyes,  the  General  Superintendent  of 
Training  School  and  the  Allied  Hospitals  follow.

REPORT  OF  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OE  HARLEM 

HOSPITAL 

April,  1915,  to  April  1916 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  many  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  old  hospital  buildings  in  order  to  carry  out  plans  in  con- 
junction with  the  new  wing. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  whole  staff  for  the  efficient  way  in 
which  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  without  in- 
terruption, in  spite  of  the  operating-room,  kitchens,  etc.,  being 
overrun  with  workmen,  and  acknowledgment  is  due  to  Mr.  O'Neill 
for  his  cordial  co-operation  in  this  connection. 
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Although  the  spacious  new  wards  were  completed  last  year, 
owing  to  the  delay  in  getting  the  equipment,  only  Ward  5  and 
the  accident  ward  have  been  moved  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  servants'  comfortable  new  quarters  have  been  completed 
and  are  now  in  use. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  supervision.  In  Sep- 
tember Miss  Bamber,  one  of  our  graduates  and  formerly  of 
the  supervision  at  Bellevue,  came  to  take  Miss  Malmgren's  place 
as  Superintendent  of  Nurses ;  Miss  du  Freez  has  been  made 
Night  Superintendent ;  Miss  Gillis  replaces  Miss  Wilson  as  As- 
sistant Superintendent,  and  Miss  Anna  McGuire  follows  Miss 
Maloney  as  Second  Assistant  Superintendent. 

The  wards  have  been  regularly  visited  by  members  of  the 
Auxiliary,  who  have  given  the  customary  Easter  flowers,  summer 
ice  cream  for  all  the  patients,  and  presents  for  the  employees  and 
patients  at  Christmas.  There  was  also  a  Christmas  tree  in  the 
Children's  Ward,  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Blumenthal;  and 
one  in  the  dispensary,  enjoyed  by  240  children,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Social  Service  Department. 

The  work  of  this  Department  continues  to  increase,  and 
great  credit  is  due  to  Miss  Johnson  for  her  very  competent  man- 
agement of  it. 

When  the  reorganization  of  the  wards  is  completed  and  the 
increased  accommodation  has  been  taken  advantage  of,  the  present 
nursing  staff  will  no  longer  be  adequate,  and  the  Superintendent 
has,  therefore,  applied  for  additional  nurses.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OF 
FORDHAM  HOSPITAL 

April,  1915,  to  April,  1916 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes  at  Fordham 
Hospital,  and  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of 
Miss  Jones,  who  had  been  Superintendent  of  Nurses  since  1912. 
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On  September  20,  1915,  Miss  Jones  died  in  the  Lazarus 
Pavilion  at  Bellevue,  after  a  painful  illness.  Her  courage  and 
devotion  in  remaining  at  her  post  after  it  seemed  almost  impos- 
sible that  she  could  continue  on  duty,  were  a  part  of  her  long 
and  loyal  service  to  Bellevue  and  Fordham. 

Miss  Jones  began  her  work  in  Bellevue  after  graduating 
from  the  Training  School  in  1903  by  taking  a  position  as  Head 
Nurse  in  a  medical  ward.  In  190.3  she  was  appointed  an  As- 
sistant in  the  Training  School,  and  in  1906  was  made  Superin- 
tendent of  the  former  Mills  Training  School  for  male  nurses 
until  1907,  when  she  left  to  take  charge  of  the  New  Rochelle 
Hospital.  In  1912  she  became  Superintendent  of  Fordham  Hos- 
pital, and  remained  there  until  her  last  illness. 

Her  conscientious  care  of  the  Hospital  was  the  cause  of 
many  improvements  in  the  routine  work  and  housekeeping,  and 
her  devotion  to  her  work  was  another  of  the  many  examples  of 
the  spirit  of  Bellevue  nurses. 

During  Miss  Jones'  illness  her  place  was  temporarily  filled 
by  Miss  Bamber,  and  on  September  17,  1915,  Miss  Hanna  Malm- 
gren  was  transferred  from  Harlem  to  become  Superintendent  at 
Fordham.  Miss  Malmgren  brings  to  this  position  the  experience 
and  good  judgment  which  made  her  work  at  Harlem  Hospital 
so  valuable,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Supervision,  has  helped  to  keep  up  the  standard  of  the  work  at 
Fordham. 

Difficulties  are  evident  in  some  of  the  wards  where  the  work 
is  heaviest.  In  the  Operating  Room  there  have  been  eight 
changes  of  head  nurses  in  the  past  seven  months,  as  many  of  the 
nurses  cannot  stand  the  long  hours  and  exceedingly  hard  work, 
and  when  ofifered  positions  at  higher  salaries  in  other  institutions, 
feel  obliged  to  accept. 

The  same  condition  exists  in  the  Women's  Surgical  Ward, 
where  there  were  five  changes  of  nurses  during  the  year. 

The  census  in  the  past  year  has  risen  from  a  daily  average 
of  193  to  204  with  only  one,  new  position  allowed — a  dietitian. 

The  quarters  in  the  annex  where  10  nurses  are  lodged  have 
not  proved  entirely  satisfactory,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  apartment 
in  one  of  the  new  houses  near  the  Hospital  can  be  leased  in  the 
future. 

In  the  male  employees'  quarters  a  condition  of  over-crowding 
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Still  exists,  as  the  disused  hayloft  has  not  been  converted  into 
sleeping  quarters,  as  it  was  hoped  would  be  done. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  House  Stafif  a  Dental  Interne, 
whose  services  have  been  of  great  benefit. 

The  Christmas  celebration  was  unusually  successful,  and  the 
nurses  and  employees  were  all  given  boxes  of  candy  by  Miss 
Barger,  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee.  The  Children's 
Ward  was  well  supplied  with  toys  by  Mr.  O'Keefe,  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  by  the  Auxiliary. 

The  Stafif  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau  has  had  many  changes 
since  the  Head  Worker,  Miss  Post  left  to  take  a  Social  Service 
position  in  Philadelphia,  but  in  November,  1915,  the  Bureau  was 
most  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Anna  S.  Humphrey,  whose  work 
at  Bellevue  had  been  so  valuable  that  her  transfer  to  Fordham 
insured  the  future  success  of  the  work  there.  This  work  is 
increasing  yearly,  and  by  its  success  is  gaining  the  co-operation 
of  the  Medical  Staff  and  making  itself  of  real  value  to  the 
hospital.

REPORT  OF  AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OF 
GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL 

April,  1915,  to  April,  1916 

Gouverneur  Hospital  has  continued  to  maintain  a  high  census. 
Last  year  two  affiliating  schools  were  sending  10  pupils  to  this 
institution.  This  year  there  are  five  sending  25  pupils.  The 
Dixmont  School  has  extended  its  affiliation  to  one  year,  which 
brings  a  greater  degree  of  stability  to  the  work. 

The  boat,  Westfield,  which  has  served  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  community  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  was  con- 
demned and  abandoned  during  the  year.  The  patients  and  schools 
have  been  provided  for  temporarily  until  such  time  as  other 
accommodations  could  be  provided. 
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We  are  glad  to  see  the  new  dispensary  building  under  con- 
struction, but  we  regret  that  no  provision  has  been  made  to  house 
the  Nurses  under  better  conditions.  Proper  classrooms  are  greatly 
needed. 

We  wish  particularly  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  devoted 
service  of  the  Administrative  and  Head  Nursing  Staff.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
TRAINING  SCHOOLS  FOR  NURSES 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for 
Nurses: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  ref>ort  for 
the  year  1915  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  attached  to 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  unusual  activities  and  un- 
precedented demands.  After  two  years  of  work  upon  specifica- 
tions, selection,  inspection  and  all  too  frequent  rejection  of  equip- 
ment, the  new  surgical  buildings,  L  and  M  and  I  and  K,  contain- 
ing over  700  beds  with  operating  rooms,  X-Ray  Department  and 
doctors'  quarters,  were  sufficiently  settled  by  November  39th 
to  receive  the  first  transfer  of  patients  from  the  old  building. 
During  the  succeeding  two  months  twenty-seven  wards,  repre- 
senting over  500  patients,  were  successfully  moved  to  the  new 
building.  Approximately  100  years  after  Bellevue  Hospital 
opened  its  doors  for  the  reception  of  patients,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment condemned  the  two  upper  floors  of  the  historic  old  building 
and  declared  them  unsafe  for  patients.  This  hastened  the  re- 
moval of  seven  wards  from  the  upper  floors  to  the  lower  before 
I  and  K  were  entirely  ready,  as  the  painting  was  still  unfinished, 
thus  necessitating  moving  many  of  the  patients  twice. 

The  passing  of  old  Bellevue,  although  tinged  with  sadness, 
comes  none  too  soon,  as  the  problem  of  danger  from  fire,  repairs 
and  cleanhness,  was  rapidly  becoming  insurmountable. 

The  opening  and  organization  of  the  work  in  the  new 
Pavilions,  closing  of  old  wards,  inventorying  and  storing  old 
equipment,  and  at  the  same  time  providing  nursing  care  and 
proper  supervision  of  patients  in  Pavilions  A  and  B,  the  tuber- 
culosis, alcoholic,  psychopathic  and  erysipelas  wards,  representing 
approximately  800  patients,  brought  a  very  serious  tax  upon  the 
strength  and  endurance  of  the  nursing  and  supervisory  staff. 

This  task  was  consummated  without  additional  assistance,  as 
it  was  impossible  to  provide  for  the  required  increase  in  nursing 
staff  until  additional  sleeping  quarters  were  secured. 
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The  removal  of  the  "house  staff"  from  the  Administration 
Building  January  1st,  left  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors  vacant. 
These  have  been  renovated  and  painted,  etc.,  and  used  as  an 
annex  to  the  residence.  Probationers,  under  the  direction  of  the 
instructor  and  a  member  of  the  Supervisory  Staflf,  have  been 
detailed  to  these  rooms.  An  adjacent  ward  has  been  prepared 
as  a  study  and  classrooiii.  We  are  anxiously  looking  forward 
to  the  time  when  our  nursing  staff  will  be  reunited  under  one 
roof.  At  present  seventy-two  graduates  and  pupils  are  living  out- 
side the  Residence.  The  inconvenience  of  such  an  arrangement, 
not  to  mention  the  problem  of  direction  and  control,  is  too  obvious 
for  discussion. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  new  wings  to  the  present 
residence  and  a  request  has  been  made  for  the  funds.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  be  granted. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  by  the  supervisory  staff 
in  consideration  of  positions  and  salaries  during  the  year  with 
representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards.  The  routine  work 
has  been  greatly  delayed  and  interrupted ;  nevertheless  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  many  salaries,  which  had  been  supplemented 
by  the  Board  of  Managers,  were  brought  up  to  the  minimum. 
Inasmuch  as  this  has  been  accomplished,  we  are  grateful  to  this 
Bureau  for  their  assistance. 

Administrative  Changes 

In  addition  to  such  changes,  by  resignation  and  otherwise,  as 
have  occurred  in  the  head  nurse  and  graduate  nurse  staff,  jthe 
following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  executive  staff  of  the 
Training  School. 

The  vacancy  created  by  the  transfer  of  Beatrice  Bamber  as 
First  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses  at  Bellevue  Hospital 
to  the  same  position  at  Harlem  Hospital,  was  temporarily  filled 
by  Sadie  Sweeney.  Mary  Kreutz  was  transferred  from  the 
Assistant's  position  in  the  Nurses'  Residence  to  the  Training 
School  Office  to  a  similar  position.  Early  in  December,  Miss 
Sweeney  was  detailed  as  Supervising  Nurse,  to  the  new  Surgical 
Pavilion,  L  and  M,  and  Marion  Rottman  was  appointed  in 
charge  of  the  Pavilion  L  and  K,  with  supervisory  duties  else- 
where. Harriet  VanSickle,  whose  admirable  work  in  organizing 
the  new  Laundry,  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  was  relieved 
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of  some  of  the  detailed  supervision  of  this  Department  and  given 
supervisory  duties  in  the  main  building,  with  some  teaching. 
Anna  K.  Decker,  who  for  two  years  filled  the  position  as  In- 
structor of  Probationers,  resigned  in  June,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Grace  Watson,  a  graduate  from  the  Department  of  Nursing 
and  Health,  Teachers  College. 

Harlem  Hospital 

The  transfer  of  Hanna  Malmgren  to  Fordham  Hospital,  to 
fill  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Hospital  and 
Nurses,  and  Mabel  Wilson  as  First  Assistant,  left  two  important 
positions  vacant.  These  were  both  filled  by  transferring  the 
Misses  Bamber  and  Gillis  from  supervisory  positions  at  Bellevue. 

Fordham  Hospital 

Lulu  C.  Jones,  after  a  year  of  great  sufifering,  during  which 
she  showed  unusual  fortitude  and  courage,  died  September  20, 
1915,  at  the  Lazarus  Pavilion,  Bellevue  Hospital.  Katherine  Tib- 
bitts,  who  had  served^ as  First  Assistant,  resigned  in  October, 
and  Margaret  Crowley  in  December.  The  vacancies  were  filled 
as  stated  above.  We  were  unfortunate  in  losing,  by  resignation, 
Miss  Wilson,  shortly  afterward ;  a  call  to  another  field  offering 
rather  unusual  opportunities  presented  itself  which  she  felt  obliged 
to  accept. 

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL 

No  changes  in  the  Supervisory  Stafif,  except  minor  ones, 
occurred  during  the  year. 

Constructive  Changes,  Allied  Hospitals 

Harlem  Hospital — The  new  wing  has  been  partially  occu- 
pied, while  constructive  changes  were  being  made  in  the  old 
wings.  The  equipment  delayed  many  months  by  the  Bureau  of 
Standards,  is  finally  being  received.  The  necessity  for  a  much 
larger  nursing  staf?  is  apparent,  as  the  opening  of  new  wards 
has  made  this  imperative.  This  has  been  allowed  in  the  Budget 
for  this  year. 

At  Fordham  Hospital  no  changes  of  any  importance  from 
the  nursing  standpoint  have  been  made.  The  necessity,  how- 
ever, for  a  wing  to  the  Nurses'  Residence,  with  suitable  class

and  lecture  rooms,  is  very  evident.  Part  of  the  Staff  is  living  in 
a  rented  house  and  the  present  Residence  is  overcrowded. 

At  GouvERNEUR  HOSPITAL  a  Nurses'  Residence  is  greatly 
needed.  The  old  houses  on  Monroe  Street,  rented  for  the  pur- 
pose, are  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  for  nurses.  The  afifiliating 
schools,  upon  whom  we  depend  for  our  nursing  service,  criticize 
the  absence  of  proper  class  and  lecture  rooms  and  the  general 
affect  of  such  unsatisfactory  accommodations. 

During  the  year,  the  Civil  Service  Bureau  made  another 
attempt  to  bring  our  graduate  nursing  staff  into  the  competitive 
class,  we  were  able  to  prove  to  their  satisfaction  that  it  was 
not  yet  practicable.  With  complete  freedom  in  making  appoint- 
ments, the  difficulties  experienced  in  securing  graduate  nurses, 
who  possess  the  required  experience  and  technical  training,  as 
well  as  the  necessary  personal  qualifications,  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  fill  the  two  hundred  or  more  positions  at  Bellevue  and  Allied, 
seem  to  increase  instead  of  lessen.  Although  twenty-two  out 
of  a  graduating  class  of  forty-one  remained  for  executive  posi- 
tions this  year,  this  number  was  a  very  small  proportion  of  those 
required ;  we  must  still  continue  to  draw  from  our  post-graduate 
and  affiliating  students  and  other  outside  sources  in  order  to  fill 
many  of  our  vacancies. 

Pupil  Nurse  Instruction 

Every  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  improve  the  class 
work  and  relate  it  more  closely  to  the  practical  work  in  the 
wards.  The  preliminary  course  has  been  arranged  to  conform, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  to  that  which  is  recommended  by  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  Education,  as  well  as  that  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Regents.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  a  pupil 
who  has  been  carefully  prepared  during  the  preliminary  course, 
in  the  underlying  principles  of  practical  nursing  and  the  allied 
subjects,  as  well  as  having  acquired  some  skill  in  the  practical 
procedures,  brings  to  the  wards  and  patients  therein  a  compe- 
tency and  efficiency  that  are  ample  compensations  for  the  time 
thus  spent.  The  pupil  is  not  considered,  during  this  period,  as  a 
part  of  the  nursing  staff,  although  she  may  spend  from  two  to 
six  hours  daily  in  the  various  Departments  and  wards  of  the 
Hospital  for  practice  work.  In  order  that  the  pupils  may  become 
familiar  with  the  purposes  and  resources  of  the  Hospital  and  gain 


an  insight  into  administrative  problems  before  becoming  an  ac- 
cepted member  of  the  School,  a  well  defined  plan  has  been 
adopted  whereby  the  pupil  spends  some  time  in  each  department. 
Such  as  the  Admitting  Ofiice  and  Baths,  Bureau  of  Information, 
receiving  visitors  on  visiting  day,  Surgical  Supply  Room,  Social 
Service  Bureau,  and  even  the  waste  incinerator  is  used  as  a 
means  of  teaching  economy  by  observation  of  the  waste  that  ac- 
cumulates in  the  Hospital. 

It  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  note  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  inquiries  to  the  pupil  course  and  the  improvement  in  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  those  entering. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  we  have  admitted  87  proba- 
tioners in  three  groups — September,  December  and  March.  Of 
these,  78  are  still  in  the  School. 

Our  records  show  that  1,723  inquiries  were  received  for  the 
pupil  nurse  course,  and  that  962  application  blanks  were  sent 
out  in  response ;  143  of  these  formally  applied. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-one  inquiries  were  received  from 
those  interested  in  post-graduate  work. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-two  graduate  nurses  applied  for 
positions,  and  375  young  men  applied  for  information  con- 
cerning the  School  for  Attendants. 

The  routine  work  of  interviewing  candidates,  disposing  of  the 
correspondence,  investigating  references  and  establishing  educa- 
tional qualifications,  has  increased  the  work  in  the  Training  School 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  question  of  additional  clerical  assist- 
ance is  becoming  imperative.  The  larger  the  classes,  the  greater 
the  need  for  subdivision  into  groups  and  the  consequent  need  for 
duplication  in  teaching.  The  repetition  of  the  preliminary  course 
three  times  yearly,  prolongs  the  teaching,  even  through  the  sum- 
mer months.  Special  classes  must  also  be  arranged  for  the 
afifiliating  and  p>ost-graduate  students.  Two  senior  students  from 
Teachers'  College  have  been  in  residence  at  Bellevue  and  one  at 
Harlem  Hospital  during  the  school  year,  and  have  rendered 
efficient  service  as  instructors.  In  addition  to  the  classes  and 
lectures,  classes  in  German  and  ItaHan  have  been  continued. 
Miss  Lavinia  L.  Dock  has  again  presented  "The  History  of 
Nursing"  to  be  awarded  as  predetermined. 

Miss  Nellie  Davidson,  who  gained  the  highest  class  average, 
became  the  possessor  of  these  valuable  books. 
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For  some  years  the  graduating  class  has  adhered  to  the 
pleasant  custom  of  presenting  some  appropriate  gift  to  the  school. 
This  year  the  class  decided  to  give  a  silver  water  set  for  the 
lecture  hall. 

Post-Graduate  Instruction 

Although  the  number  of  inquiries  for  post-graduate  experi- 
ence and  study  has  increased,  we  have  decreased  the  number 
accepted  in  favor  of  the  affiliating  school  pupil.  At  present  we 
have  at

The  requirements  for  entrance  have  been  raised  to  conform 
to  the  N.  Y.  State  law  which  controls  registration  of  schools 
and  licensing  for  practice. 

Affiliations 

The  requests  for  affiliation  have  steadily  increased.  Several 
of  the  schools  sending  pupils  for  short  courses  have  been  dis- 
continued in  favor  of  schools  desiring  courses  of  ten  and  twelve 
months.  The  interest  displayed  by  schools,  as  far  from  New 
York  as  Florida  and  Maine,  willing  and  eager  to  secure  for  their 
students  the  exceptional  experience  and  instruction  we  ofier, 
is  exceedingly  gratifying,  and  is  the  highest  possible  proof  of 
the  value  of  legislative  measures  for  the  control  of  schools  of 
nursing,  and  the  licensing  for  practice.  The  affiliations  are 
divided  between  the  Hospitals  as  follows  :

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School  for  Attendants 

The  continued  usefulness  of  this  School  is  indicated  by  the 
absence  of  complaints  from  patients,  the  stability  and  general 
atmosphere  of  competency  noted  in  the  wards  where  these  pupils 
and  the  graduates  from  the  School  are  employed.  Twenty-five 
pupils  completed,  with  satisfaction,  the  course  of  two  years. 
Twelve  went  to  Butler  Hospital,  Providence,  R.  I.,  to  continue 
their  course  and  secure  a  diploma  as  nurse.  On  December  31, 
1915,  fifty-three  pupils  were  in  the  School.  Six  graduates  from 
the  School  were  employed  in  the  Psychopathic  and  Alcoholic 
Wards ;  one  in  the  Operating  Rooms.  Three  pupils  from  the 
Butler  School  entered  for  a  one  year's  general  course.  Mrs. 
Lowry,  whose  marriage  to  Mr.  Joseph  Edgar  Chamberlain,  made 
her  resignation,  after  four  years  of  admirable  work,  imperative, 
was  succeeded  by  Margaret  Maloney,  whose  work  at  Harlem 
and  Fordham  and  elsewhere,  gave  the  necessary  experience  for 
this  important  branch  of  our  training  school  work. 

Applications  for  Institutional  Workers 

We  have  received  forty  requests  to  supply  graduate  nurses 
for  important  positions  outside  the  Hospital.  It  is  rarely  possible 
to  fill  these,  as  the  need  for  well  trained  institutional  workers 
at  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  is  much  larger  than  can  be  sup- 
plied from  our  own  graduates. 

Social  Service 

This  Department  fills  such  an  important  place  in  the  admin- 
istrative and  nursing  scheme  of  the  Allied  Hospitals  that  a  special 
report,  covering  its  activities,  is  issued  each  year.  Th^  introduc- 
tion of  probationers  for  two  weeks  during  the  preliminary  course, 
to  this  Department,  was  started  last  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  young  pupil  an  insight  into  the  social  conditions  of  the 
patient,  a  more  sympathetic  understanding  of  his  needs,  as  well 
as  a  knowledge  of  the  functions  of  the  Social  Service  De- 
partment. 
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Vacation  Relief 

Five  thousand  dollars  was  again  appropriated  for  "Vacation 
Relief"  for  Bellevue  Hospital.  This  enables  us  to  give  to  all  grad- 
uates and  pupils  entitled  to  such,  vacations  (May  1st  to  October 
1st),  varying  in  length  from  ten  days  to  one  month,  according 
to  length  of  service  and  general  ruling.  As  the  Hospital  con- 
tinued very  heavy  during  the  summer,  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible to  grant  these  vacations  without  this  additional  allow- 
ance. 

Health  of  Nurses 

Sixty-seven  nurses  received  typhoid  vaccine.  We  regret  to  be 
obliged  to  report  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  among  the  nurses ; 
one,  a  pupil  who  did  not  receive  the  immunizing  dose  of  vac- 
cine, and  one  graduate  nurse  who  had  received  the  vaccine  a 
year  previously  in  another  institution.  Both  made  good  re- 
coveries.

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CIRCULAR  OF  INFORMATION 
BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

History 

The  School  of  Nursing  in  connection  with  Bellevue  Hospital 
opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils  in  May,  1873.  It  was  estab- 
lished as  a  separate  organization  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of 
Women  Managers. 

In  order  that  the  School  should  be  properly  established,  the 
Board  sought  the  advice  of  Florence  Nightingale,  who  outlined  the 
plan  of  organization  and  instruction. 

Miss  Nightingale  maintained  that  the  essential  point  to 
observe  as  a  means  of  placing  the  School  upon  a  sound  educa- 
tional basis  and  secure  the  best  results  in  the  nursing  care  of  the 
patients,  was  to  put  at  the  head  of  the  School  a  highly  trained 
nurse.  This  was  considered  to  be  at  that  time  a  very  radical 
departure,  nevertheless,  the  Board  of  Managers  acted  upon  the 
suggestion  and  secured,  as  the  first  Superintendent  of  the  School, 
Miss  Helen  Bowdin,  Sister  Helen,  of  All  Saints  Sisterhood, 
and  a  graduate  of  the  University  College  Hospital  Training  School 
for  Nurses,  London,  England.  She  was  a  woman  of  marked 
executive  ability  and  high  ideals  and  succeeded  during  the  three 
years  of  her  administration,  in  placing  the  School  upon  the  high 
educational  plane  from  which  it  has  never  departed.  Many 
changes  have  taken  place  since,  one  of  the  most  important  being 
the  change  in  organization,  due  to  the  separation  of  Bellevue 
Hospital  from  the  Department  of  Charities,  and  its  extension  to 
include  Harlem,  Fordham  and  Gouverneur  Hospitals,  under  a 
Board  of  Trustees;  the  School  at  that  time  (1906)  became  an 
integral  part  of  the  Hospital,  the  Board  of  Managers  entering 
into  a  contract  with  the  City,  whereby  they  were  retained  to  direct 
its  affairs. 

Facilities  for  Teaching 

Bellevue  Hospital,  which  has  been  used  for  hospital  purposes 
for  over  a  hundred  years,  offers  exceptional  opportunities  for  the 
study  and  practice  of  nursing  principles. 

Bellevue  is  a  large  general  Hospital  for  the  reception  and  treat- 
ment of  acute  diseases.    (It  is  not  an  Almshouse,  as  is  so  fre- 
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quently  stated.)  It  contains  about  1,400  beds  with  a  daily  average 
of  1,356  patients.  A  large  outpatient  Department  treats  over 
500  patients  daily. 

The  pupils  receive  their  practical  experience  in  the  Medical, 
Surgical,  Gynecological,  Obstetrical  and  Children's  Wards.  These, 
with  their  many  sub-diyisions — the  Operating  Rooms,  Psycho- 
pathic Department,  Dispensary,  Diet  Kitchen  and  Social  Service 
Department — offer  an  unusual  opportunity  for  a  thorough  and 
varied  experience. 

The  Wards  are  directed  by  graduate  head  nurses ;  these, 
together  with  the  Supervisory  Staff,  give  the  required  bedside 
instruction  and  supervision. 

Nursing  Staff 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  170  graduate  nurses  and  175 
student  nurses. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  School  1,062  women  have  grad- 
uated, many  of  whom  have  filled  conspicuous  places  in  nursing 
activities. 

Nurses'  Residence 

The  graduates  and  pupils  live  in  a  separate  building  opposite 
the  Hospital  grounds,  at  440  East  26th  Street.  Located  on  the 
banks  of  the  East  River,  it  has  the  advantages  of  space  and  air 
and  sunshine ;  all  important  factors  in  the  maintenance  of  health. 
It  provides  accommodations  for  300  nurses,  nearly  all  rooms 
being  single.  A  large  recreation  room  with  piano,  libraries,  sitting 
rooms  and  parlor  for  the  reception  of  friends,  a  roof  garden, 
well  supplied  with  hammocks  and  chairs,  and  a  lawn  with  tennis 
court,  give  ample  opportunity  for  rest  and  recreation.  Accom- 
modations on  the  roof  for  sleeping  in  the  open  air  are  also 
provided. 

The  separate  kitchen  and  dining-room,  located  in  this  building, 
is  a  particularly  desirable  feature,  and  no  pains  are  spared  to  give 
the  nurses  well  selected  and  well  prepared  food. 

The  Home  is  under  the  direction  of  a  graduate  nurse,  sp>e- 
cially  prepared  and  chosen  for  her  fitness  to  preside  over  such  a 
large  family. 

Graduate  nurses  are  on  duty  both  day  and  night  to  look  after 
the  welfare  and  health  of  the  nurses  who  live  in  the  Home. 
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The  well  equipped  classrooms,  lecture  halls,  demonstration 
rooms,  food  and  chemical  laboratories,  and  reference  and  fiction 
libraries,  are  all  in  the  Residence.  Every  efifort  is  made  by  the 
School  Authorities,  not  only  to  provide  proper  classrooms  and 
apparatus,  but  to  secure  well  trained  teachers  and  lecturers.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  the  School  to  provide  the  best  nursing  educa- 
tion under  proper  conditions,  in  order  to  prepare  its  graduates  for 
the  many  fields  of  work  awaiting  them.  The  nurse  is  more  and 
more  being  recognized  as  an  important  factor  in  adjusting  the 
varied  and  complex  social  and  economic  problems  of  the  age. 
The  opportunities  for  her  have  broadened  from  the  rather  re- 
stricted ones  of  private  and  institutional  work  until  the  School, 
the  Factory,  the  Army  and  Navy,  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Milk 
Station  need  her  services.  Social  Service,  Tenement  House  In- 
spection, District  Nursing  and  as  organizers  of  hospital  and 
training  schools,  these,  as  well  as  many  other  forms,  ofifer  a  field 
for  her  interest  and  special  qualifications. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Candidates  wishing  to  obtain  the  course  of  instruction  must 
apply  personally  or  by  letter  to  the  General  Superintendent  of 
Training  Schools,  Bcllcviic  Hospital,  Neiv  York  City,  who  will 
furnish  a  blank  form  of  application.  This  blank,  when  returned 
with  the  required  letters — from  a  clergyman,  testifying  to  good 
moral  character ;  a  physician,  to  sound  and  unimpaired  health 
and  recent  vaccination ;  a  dentist,  stating  that  the  teeth  are  in 
good  order — constitutes  a  formal  application. 

Education 

During  the  past  ten  years,  registration  laws  for  nurses  have 
been  enacted  in  nearly  all  the  States  of  the  Union.  The  New 
York  State  law  requires  that  all  nurse  candidates  for  State  Board 
examination  and  licensure  must  be  graduated  from  a  School  of 
Nursing  registered  under  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
As  the  Bellevue  School  is  registered  under  this  Department,  it 
must  adhere  to  the  law  which  fixes  the  minimum  educational 
requirement  for  entrance  to  a  registered  school,  at  not  less  than 
one  year  of  high  school  training,  or  the  equivalent.  Applicants 
should  be  exceedingly  careful  to  give  accurate  and  definite  in- 
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formation  concerning  preliminary  education.  Each  application  is 
investigated  and  passed  upon  by  the  Department  of  Education, 
who  will  accept  no  one  with  less  than  one  year  of  high  school 
or  the  equivalent. 

As  the  work  of  nursing  requires  a  well  trained  mind,  with 
sound  fundamental  education,  the  preference  is  given  to  the  grad- 
uate from  high  school,  normal  school  and  college;  all  other  quali- 
fications being  equal. 

Age  and  Fitness 

The  preferred  age  is  from  21  to  35  years.  Average  height, 
weight  and  good  physique  are  essential.  Impaired  health  or 
faculties  debar  an  applicant  from  acceptance.  The  School  employs 
a  physician  to  attend  the  pupils  when  ill ;  he  also  decides  upon 
their  physical  fitness  for  the  work.  A  well  equipped  Infirmary 
with  graduate  nurses  in  constant  attendance  is  maintained  in  the 
Nurses'  Residence. 

Candidates  should  remember  that  they  come  on  trial  and  their 
acceptance  as  pupils,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  probationary  period, 
depends  upon  their  fitness  for  the  work,  regardless  of  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  any  particular  case.  As  the  result  of  the  trial 
is  uncertain,  applicants  should  consider  it  carefully,  so  that  undue 
disappointment  should  not  follow  a  rejection. 

Probationary  Period 

Candidates,  if  admitted,  serve  a  probationary  period  of  three 
months,  during  which  they  pursue  the  preliminary  course,  as 
outlined.   This  term  forms  part  of  the  general  course. 

The  qualifications  of  pupils  for  the  work  and  the  propriety 
of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at  the  termination  of  this  period, 
are  determined  by  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  School.  She 
may  suspend  a  pupil  or  dismiss  her  at  any  time  during  the  course, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Training  School  Committee,  for  miscon- 
duct, insubordination,  neglect  of  duty  or  inefficiency. 

When  called,  the  candidates  are  expected  to  report  promptly 
on  the  day  specified  and  to  bring  with  them  the  means  of  returning 
to  their  homes,  should  they  not  remain. 

Length  of  Course 
The  length  of  the  course  is  two  years  and  nine  months,  in- 
cluding the  preliminary  course  of  three  months. 
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When  a  pupil  completes  her  probationary  period  and  becomes 
a  member  of  the  School,  she  is  expected  to  remain  for  the  full 
course.  Absences  are  not  allowed,  except  for  extreme  cause ; 
these  will  be  considered  upon  their  individual  merits.  Inter- 
ruption and  loss  of  class  work  and  instruction  through  enforced 
illness  or  absence  or  for  any  other  reason  must  be  left  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  School  Authorities  for  adjustment. 

The  pupils  are  cared  for  gratuitously  when  ill,  but  all  time 
lost  through  this  cause  or  for  any  other  reason  must  be  made  up. 

Additional  Requirements 

When  a  candidate  is  accepted,  full  information  is  forwarded 
concerning  probationary  uniform,  aprons  and  other  clothing,  the 
approximate  cost  of  which  should  not  exceed  $25.00. 

Expense 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  bring  with  them  at  least  $10 
to  provide  the  necessary  text-books.  They  receive  board,  lodging 
and  laundry  from  the  date  of  entrance,  and,  if  accepted  at  the 
completion  of  the  preliminary  course,  an  allowance  of  $8  a  month 
is  granted  for  the  purchase  of  necessary  uniforms  and  text-books 
and  other  incidental  expenses;  this  is  not  intended  as  salary; 
the  education  received  is  considered  a  full  equivalent  for  services 
rendered.  Other  expenses  depend  upon  the  individual  tastes  and 
habits  of  the  pupil. 

Hours  of  Duty 

Pupils  are  on  duty  from  three  to  six  hours  daily  during  the 
preliminary  course  in  the  wards  or  other  departments  of  the 
Hospital. 

After  acceptance,  the  hours  for  duty  for  the  day  staff  are 
from  7  A.  M.  to  7  P.  M.,  with  two  hours  off  duty  each  day.  One 
"half  day"  during  the  week  and  a  "half  day"  on  Sundays  is  also 
allowed.  The  night  staff  is  on  duty  from  7  P.  M.  to  7  A.  M. 
These  hours  are  subject  to  change  as  Hospital  necessities  arise. 

Recreation 

When  not  on  duty  or  in  the  class  room,  the  time  of  the  pupil 
is  at  her  own  disposal,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  School  and 
Hospital. 
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The  location  of  the  School  enables  its  pupils  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  provided  by  a  great  city  like  New  York, 
in  art,  music  and  the  drama.  The  student  nurse  is  encouraged 
under  proper  direction  to  utilize  every  opportunity  for  culture,  at 
the  same  time  the  value  of  healthy  amusement  is  kept  in  sight. 

Vacation 

Vacations  are  given  between  the  first  of  May  and  October. 
Two  weeks  yearly  are  allowed.  An  adjustment  of  this  time  to 
meet  special  conditions  is  sometimes  permitted. 

Examinations 

Examinations,  written  and  oral  and  practical,  will  be  held 
during  and  at  the  close  of  the  preliminary  course  and  at  the  ter- 
mination of  each  year's  course  of  instruction.  The  ability  to  pass 
these  examinations,  together  with  the  general  character  of  the 
student's  work  and  special  qualifications,  are  taken  into  considera- 
tion before  entrance  upon  the  next  year's  work  is  permitted. 

Graduation 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  and  nine  months  is  com- 
pleted and  the  pupils  by  their  conduct  and  examinations  have  met 
the  requirements  of  the  School  Authorities,  the  diploma  of  the 
School  is  awarded.  Graduation  exercises  are  usually  held  the  last 
week  in  April. 

Post-Graduate  Opportunities 

Post-graduate  courses  in  the  various  services  are  offered  to 
graduates  of  schools  of  nursing  in  connection  with  general  and 
special  hospitals.  A  limited  number  of  students  are  also  re- 
ceived for  courses  in  the  Administrative  and  the  Social  Service 
Departments.  Such  opportunities,  however,  are  limited  and  can 
only  be  given  to  students  who  present  evidence  of  special  experi- 
ence and  fitness. 

The  Bellevue  School  also  admits  a  large  number  of  pupils  from 
affiliated  schools  for  special  experience.  It  will,  therefore,  be  seen 
that  the  scope  of  work  in  the  School  is  very  broad  and  that  the 
pupil  in  training  comes  in  contact  during  that  period  with  pupils 
and  graduates  from  schools  from  all  over  the  world. 
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There  are,  approximately,  200  positions  for  graduate  nurses 
at  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  offering  salaries  from  $600  per 
year,  with  maintenance,  upward,  according  to  requirements  and 
responsibilities. 

Special  Course 

In  order  to  prepare  women  for  Medical  Social  Service  work 
a  special  affiliation  has  been  arranged  between  the  Bellevue  School 
of  Nursing  and  the  School  of  Philanthropy  of  New  York  City, 
whereby  women  of  superior  education  and  attainment  may  secure 
the  proper  preparation  for  this  work  in  three  years ;  two  to  be 
spent  in  the  Bellevue  School  and  one  in  the  School  of  Philan- 
thropy, at  the  conclusion  of  which  a  diploma  of  nursing,  as  well 
as  one  as  Medical  Social  Worker  will  be  awarded. 

This  course  is  only  open  to  women  with  a  college  education  or 
its  equivalent.

The  instruction  in  Dietetics,  Bacteriology,  Chemistry,  Anatomy 
and  Physiology,  Hygiene  and  Materia  Medica  is  given  by  means 
of  classes,  recitations,  demonstrations  and  laboratory  periods. 
Instruction  in  some  of  these  subjects  is  continued  during  the 
Junior  term,  while  Dietetics  is  continued  in  the  Intermediate  and 
Senior  years.  Effort  is  made  to  relate  these  subjects  to  the 
pupil's  work  with  the  patient. 

During  this  period,  by  means  of  classes  and  practical  demon- 
stration under  a  special  Instructor,  the  pupil  gradually  acquires 
skill  in  the  practice  of  nursing  procedures  and  a  knowledge  of 
underlying  principles  before  she  is  entrusted  with  the  actual 
nursing  care  of  the  patient.  She  is  not  considered,  during  this 
period,  as  part  of  the  nursing  staff,  although  she  may  spend  from 
two  to  six  hours  per  day  in  the  various  departments  and  wards 
of  the  Hospital  for  practice  work,  as  arranged  by  the  Instructor. 
In  order  that  the  pupil  may,  from  the  moment  of  entrance,  gain 
an  insight  into  the  administrative  work  of  the  Institution,  as  well 
as  to  familiarize  her  with  its  resources  and  purposes,  a  well- 
defined  plan  has  been  adopted,  whereby  the  pupil  spends  some  time 
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in  the  various  Administrative  Departments,  Admitting  Office  and 
Baths,  Bureau  of  Information,  Laundry,  Social  Service,  Surgical 
Supply  Rooms  and  Waste  Incinerator — assisting  with  the  work 
and  making  such  observations  as  the  occasion  demands.

At  the  beginning  of  each  year  some  time  is  spent  in  the 
study  and  consideration  of  the  purely  ethical  side  of  nursing.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  third  year,  a  course  of  lectures  by  the 
General  Superintendent  and  special  lecturers  is  given  on  sub- 
jects of  special  interest  to  advanced  students  of  nursing.  The 
History  of  Nursing  and  Nursing  Organizations,  nursing  litera- 
ture and  the  Hves  of  great  teachers  and  leaders  m  nursing  work 
is  studied.  Modern  social  problems  are  considered,  also  the 
various  opportunities  for  the  nurse,  such  as  work  in  institutions, 
visiting  and  tuberculosis  nursing,  school  and  other  forms  of 
public  health  work,  medical  social  service.  Red  Cross  and  Army 
nursing,  and  many  other  branches,  both  preventive  and  alleviating, 
of  nursing  work. 
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HINTS  TO  CANDIDATES 

As  Schools  of  Nursing  vary  in  standing  and  excellency,  it  is 
important  that  an  applicant  should  consider  certain  points  very 
carefully  before  entering  a  school ;  otherwise,  she  may  find,  after 
spending  from  two  to  three  years  of  hard  work  that  she  has 
not  had  an  evenly  balanced  course,  either  in  theory  or  practice, 
that  she  is  ineligible  for  registration  and  for  many  lines  of  nursing 
work,  such  as  Red  Cross  or  Public  Health  work,  for  admission 
to  nursing  organizations,  and  has  little  or  no  professional  standing. 
The  opportunities  ofifered  to  the  graduate  nurse,  if  well  prepared, 
are  so  varied  and  interesting  and  well  paid,  that  too  much  thought 
cannot  be  given  to  the  selection  of  the  school. 

Points  to  Consider: 

Is  there  a  Nurses'  Residence  with  well  equipped  class 
rooms  ? 

A  good  corps  of  trained  teachers  and  lecturers? 
Is  a  preliminary  course  given? 

Is  the  school  connected  with  a  hospital  oflfering  qpportuni- 
ties  for  experience  in  various  types  of  disease  and  corrective 
work? 

Prestige  of  Alumnae. 

In  those  States  where  registration  laws  have  been  passed  the 
good  schools  are  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Examiners.  In  New 
York  State  they  are  registered  under  the  Board  of  Regents.  It 
is,  therefore,  important  in  New  York  State  to  determine  whether 
a  school  is  "registered." 

If  in  doubt,  consult  any  Member  of  the  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, or  the  Editor  of  the  American  Journal  of  Nursing,  No.

It  has  frequently  been  said  that  only  those  women  with  ex- 
ceptional strength  should  undertake  the  work  of  nursing ;  although 
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good  health  is  required,  an  individual  of  average  strength  need 
not  hesitate  to  enter  the  field.  The  systematic  life,  regular 
habits  and  interest  aroused,  usually  result  in  developing  the 
physical  strength  and  endurance.  No  woman,  however,  should 
enter  the  work  unless  she  is  prepared  to  live  up  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  and  make  many  sacrifices  of  her  own  pleasures.  She 
needs  to  possess  considerable  adaptability  and  consideration  for 
others ;  otherwise,  she  fails  to  make  herself  an  agreeable  member 
of  community  life,  where  unselfish  devotion  to  duty  and  thought- 
fulness  for  others  are  guiding  principles. 
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ALUMNA  ASSOCIATION 

The  Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  was  formed  in  1889, 
to  keep  the  graduates  in  touch  with  one  another,  and  with  the 
School,  and  to  give  the  young  graduates  an  opportunity  of  being 
fittingly  introduced  into  their  professional  life  as  nurses  and 
members  of  the  nursing  profession. 

Osborn  Hall,  at  426  East  26th  Street,  presented  to  the 
Alumnae  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  William  H.  Osborn,  one  of  the 
fovmders  of  the  School,  has  so  eminently  fulfilled  the  purf>ose 
for  which  it  was  given  that  its  capacity  has  been  increased.  It 
now  accommodates  one  hundred  and  ninety  guests. 

The  Registry,  the  Nurses'  Shop,  the  Restaurant  and  Laundry 
and  Assembly  Hall  makes  an  interesting  and  business-like  center, 
while  the  delightful  home-like  living  accommodations  have  drawn 
the  scattered  Alumnae  members  together  under  one  roof  and 
with  a  common  interest. 

Weekly  teas  are  a  feature  of  the  Hall,  and  a  meeting  of  the 
Association  is  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month. 

A  Sick  Benefit  Fund  is  maintained  for  the  members,  and  a 
special  fund  contributed  by  a  friend  of  the  Alumnae  is  available 
in  case  of  prolonged  illness  or  accident.  The  nucleus  of  a  Pen- 
sion Fund  is  in  the  Treasury ;  an  active  effort  is  being  made  to 
increase  the  amount  so  that  a  small  annual  pension  can  be  paid 
to  all  nurses  who  have  been  in  continuous  service  for  twenty 
years. 

The  Association  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  all  movements 
and  public  questions  concerning  the  nursing  of  the  sick  and  the 
general  welfare  of  nurses.  It  publishes  a  yearly  report  of  its 
work,  as  well  as  a  quarterly  magazine  containing  articles  pre- 
pared by  its  members  and  items  of  interest  from  the  School  and 
the  Alumnae. 

A  Registry  is  established  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  for 
both  private  nursing  work  and  hospital  positions.  All  graduates 
of  the  School  in  good  standing  are  entitled  to  membership  in  the 
Association,  without  formal  election.

By-Laws 
Membership 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  and  Active  Members. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  valuable  aid  or  important  service  rendered  to  the  School. 

Members  shall  be  those  who  make  an  annual  subscription. 

Active  members  shall  be  those  who  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Board  of  Managers 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
according  to  the  contract. 

No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  services  rendered. 

Five  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  The 
absence  of  any  member  of  the  Board  from  meetings  of  the 
Board,  or  of  committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months,  without  a  sufficient 
reason  given  to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

Any  appointee  of  the  Mayor's  to  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
by  virtue  of  such  appointment  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

Reports :  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  monthly  and 
annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
Hospitals  and  shall  publish  annually  a  report  of  the  School. 

Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  from  among  its  Members,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers.   In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  officer,  a  sue- 
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cessor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be  elected  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  by  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  in  writing  having 
been  given  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

Nominating  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  for  ofificers  consist- 
ing of  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  named  by  the 
President,  who  shall  prepare  and  submit  a  ticket  annually  to 
the  Board.  This  ticket  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each 
member  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint  all  special  and  sub-committees. 

Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  in  the  absence  of  the  President  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

Secretary 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining 
to  this  office. 

By-Laws 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  due  notice  being  given  in  writing. 
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CONTRACT  WITH  THE  CITY  OF  NEW 

YORK 

Whereas,  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  for 
many  years  rendered  to  the  City  of  New  York  useful  charitable 
services  in  training  and  furnishing  female  nurses  for  the  sick 
in  Bellevue  Hospital,  under  certain  contracts,  understandings, 
and  agreements  with  the  City  of  New  York  through  its  officers 
or  agents  charged  with  the  duty  of  managing  that  Hospital ;  and 

Whereas,  the  premises  on  25th  and  26th  Streets,  near  Belle- 
vue Hospital  owned  by  the  said  School  and  long  occupied  by  it 
as  a  nurses'  home,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  its  said 
charitable  work,  have  become  too  small  and  inadequate  to  supply 
the  continually  increasing  needs  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  other 
hospitals  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  additional  female  nurses, 
so  that  the  said  School  is  unable  to  supply  a  sufficient  number 
of  properly  trained  and  experienced  nurses  owing  to  lack  of 
suitable  accommodations  for  housing  and  instructing  such  nurses  ; 
and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  enacted  in  Chapter  153  of  the  Laws  of 
1906  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  substance,  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  shall  have  power, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  as  to  terms  and  conditions, 
to  enter  into  a  contract,  or  contracts,  with  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses  for  the  occupation  and  use  of  any  building 
or  buildings  as  a  training  school  for  nurses,  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing,  improving,  and  increasing  its  services  in  supplying 
to  Bellevue  and  other  hospitals  trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said 
hospitals ;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  of  New  York  has  recently  acquired  a  tract 
of  land  on  25th  and  26th  Streets,  abutting  on  East  River,  and 
near  the  premises  referred  to  above  owned  by  the  Bellevue 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  on  which  lands  it  is  proposed  to 
erect  a  building  or  buildings  for  use  in  connection  with  and  as 
a  part  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  which  building  or  buildings  it  is 
proposed  shall  be  used  by  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing,  improving,  and  increasing  its  said 
services  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  its  work  on  a  larger 
scale  and  in  a  more  effective  manner,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
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Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  pursuant 
to  this  contract  and  to  all  the  statutes  applicable  thereto  or 
applicable  to  the  parties  thereto. 

Now,  therefore,  this  contract  between  the  City  of  New  York 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  here- 
inafter called  the  Board,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bellevue  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses,  hereinafter  called  the  School,  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  and  approved  as  to  terms  and  conditions  by  the  Mayor. 

Witnesseth,  that  the  City  of  New  York  has  granted,  demised, 
and  let,  and  doth  by  these  presents  grant,  demise,  and  let  unto 
the  School,  the  building  or  buildings  and  appurtenances  that  shall 
hereunto  belong,  about  to  be  constructed,  or  being  constructed 
on  the  tract  of  land  belonging  to  the  City  of  New  York  on  35th 
and  26th  Streets,  between  the  East  River  and  the  premises  be- 
longing to  the  School,  for  the  use,  and  occupation  when  con- 
structed and  completed  by  the  School  as  a  training  school  for 
nurses  for  the  purpose  of  continuing,  improving,  and  increasing 
the  service  of  the  School  in  supplying  to  Bellevue  and  other  hos- 
pitals trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said  hospitals. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  so  long  as  the  School  shall 
continue  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  defined  in  its 
charter,  or  such  other  objects  and  purposes  as  by  any  future 
amendment  of  said  charter  may  be  authorized,  and  shall  faith- 
fully keep,  perform,  and  observe  the  covenants  and  conditions 
herein  contained  on  its  part  to  be  kept,  performed,  and  ob- 
served, or  until  this  agreement  shall  be  cancelled  or  amended  as 
hereinafter  provided,  or  until  the  said  building  shall  be  surren- 
dered by  the  School  as  hereafter  provided. 

This  contract,  however,  shall  not  go  into  effect  or  be  of  any 
force  or  vahdity  until  the  said  building  or  buildings  shall  have 
been  completed  and  until  the  School  notified  thereof  in  writing 
by  a  duly  authorized  representative  of  the  City. 

It  is  further  stipulated,  promised,  and  agreed  by  the  parties 
hereto,  as  follows : 

The  Board  shall  have  general  oversight  and  supervision  of 
the  said  building  or  buildings  and  of  the  work  carried  on  therein 
by  the  School.  The  Board  and  its  duly  authorized  agents  or  rep- 
resentatives shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  to  every  part  of 
said  building  or  buildings  for  the  purposes  of  general  visitation 
and  supervision,  and  of  the  performance  of  any  duties  devolved 
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upon  it  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  or  the  ordinances 
or  regulations  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  of  any  of  its 
boards,  departments,  or  officers. 

The  Board  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  and 
subject  to  such  modifications  thereof  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  and  subject  to  sufficient  appropriations  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  pay  to  the  School  the  salaries  for 
the  superintendence  of  the  nurses  and  the  compensation  of  each 
nurse  actually  provided  and  approved  by  the  Board,  together 
with  maintenance.  That  amount  of  said  salaries  and  compensa- 
tion shall  be  determined  in  advance  by  mutual  agreement  between 
the  Board  and  the  School. 

The  School  shall  take  possession  of,  accept,  use,  and  occupy 
the  said  building  or  buildings  and  appurtenances  when  completed 
as  a  training  school  for  nurses  for  the  purpose  of  continuing, 
improving,  and  increasing  its  service  in  supplying  to  Bellevue 
and  other  hospitals  trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said  hospitals. 

It  shall  manage  the  nursing  department  of  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  and  in  accordance  with 
such  general  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  shall  promulgate. 
It  shall  provide  for  the  supervision  of  the  nursing  service  of  the 
hospital  and  shall  provide  female  nurses  as  required  by  the 
Board,  not,  however,  in  excess  of  such  number  as  can  reasonably 
be  accommodated  in  the  said  building  or  buildings. 

The  School  shall  continue,  substantially  as  heretofore,  to 
devote  its  income  to  the  purposes  of  the  School,  but  it  shall  not 
be  bound  to  use  any  part  for  the  payment  of  salaries ;  but  may 
use  all  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  miscellaneous  uses  of  the 
School,  in  accordance  with  its  charter. 

The  School  shall  render  to  the  Board  annual  reports  of  its 
operations,  with  statements  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and  shall 
submit  to  examination  its  books  and  accounts  whenever  required 
by  the  Board  or  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  School  shall  amend  its  by-laws  so  as  to  provide  for  its 
management  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  hold  office  and  be 
appointed  as  herein  set  forth,  which  amendments,  when  made, 
shall  remain  in  force  and  shall  not  be  altered,  modified,  or  re- 
pealed during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  except  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board. 

The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  known  as  "Board  of

Managers  of  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses."  It  shall 
consist  of  thirty-three  members.  At  all  times  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  AUied  Hospitals,  the 
Cornmissioner  of  Public  Charities,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  be  three  of  said  members  by  virtue  of  their  respective 
offices. 

Within  ninety  days  after  the  execution  of  the  contract  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  five  members  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  five  members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  five  members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  five  mem- 
bers to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  five  members  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  six  years,  from  February  1,  1907.  Thereafter  in 
each  year,  in  the  month  of  January,  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  thereof,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  class  of 
managers,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  five  members  for  the  full  term 
of  six  years.  Of  the  members  whose  terms  shall  date  from  the 
first  day  of  February,  1907,  not  less  than  twenty  shall  be  ap- 
pointed from  the  present  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School. 

Notice  in  writing  of  the  dates  on  which  appointments,  except- 
ing the  first,  to  said  Board  of  Managers,  are  to  be  made,  shall 
be  given  by  the  Mayor  to  each  of  the  members  except  those 
whose  terms  are  about  to  expire,  at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto, 
and,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  appointments  aforesaid,  ex- 
cept the  first,  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Managers,  except 
those  whose  terms  are  about  to  expire,  shall  present  to  the  Mayor 
a  list  of  not  less  than  fifteen  persons  to  be  appointed  members 
of  said  Board  of  Managers  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  otherwise.  Ap- 
pointments to  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  made  from  such 
list  or  lists. 

The  Mayor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers caused  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  a  Man- 
ager by  the  appointment  of  a  Manager  to  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term.  Such  appointments  shall  be  made  from  a  list 
of  not  less  than  three  persons,  furnished  on  notice  from  the 
Mayor  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Either  party  to  this  contract  may  withdraw  therefrom,  and 
may  cause  this  contract  to  be  cancelled  by  giving  to  the  other 
party  twelve  months'  notice  in  writing  of  its  determination  to 
that  efifect,  and  at  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the 
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receipt  of  such  notice,  this  contract  shall  cease  and  determine, 
and  thereupon  the  School  shall  and  will  quietly  and  peaceably 
yield  up  and  surrender  unto  the  Board,  or  its  successor  or  suc- 
cessors, all  and  singular,  the  premises  herein  referred  to,  and 
remove  all  its  property  therefrom. 

This  contract  shall  be  wholly  cancelled  and  annulled,  or  from 
time  to  time  altered  or  modified,  as  may  be  agreed  in  writing 
between  the  parties  or  their  successors,  anything  herein  con- 
tained to  the  contrary  in  anywise  notwithstanding.

1906.
